bor, as there was already a superabundance 
for that purpose; that, according to infor¬ 
mation, it appeared that a commerce : 
slaves existed among the Benares m 
chants resident in Dio, w ho bough*, the ne¬ 
groes or. the coast of Africa, and transpor¬ 
ted them by the river Indus, and the other 
modes of conveyance, into the inteiior 
and that the proposal tended to terminal! 
at once the inunctions of the decree of thi 
10th ol December, 1836. He said, that 
the projeet did not attack the right of prop¬ 
erty in the owners of the slaves, an idea 
that any one might form in respect of such 
right, because the existing slaves would 
continue in servitude until (within fifteen 
years) they were emancipated with a com¬ 
pensation to the proprietors ; that he made 
no mention of the mode in which this would 
be done, because, in the districts which 
form the government of Portugese Indio, 
the means could not be homogeneous. In 
the meantime, the children born after the 
publication of the law would be free by the 
effect of it. He said, that, as to the ob¬ 
jection of want of hands and the attack 
the right of property, he did not see in t 
case any which could be urged against the 
proposed measure, which had in its favor 
the experiments in Portugal, the Azores, 
and Madeira, without nny inconvenience, 
and with the happiest result. In adopting 
the measure, we should take a great step 
towards facilitating the grand work of the 
total abolition of slavery in Portuguse In¬ 
dia, and with perseverance should ultimate¬ 
ly obtain it. As favorable to this final and 
desirable result, it was pleasing to state 
thnt the example of the emancipation of 
the slave by his master was not rare in the 
Portuguese colonies ; und thnt even a few 
months before, according to the informa¬ 
tion of one of the rich proprietors, one of 
the island St. Nicolai, in CapeVerd, M. 
Dias, gave liberty to the whole of his slaves, 
solely from a spirit of benevolence. He 
hoped ihe chamber would, by a favornble 
vote, testify their approbation of the pro¬ 
posed measure.

fifteen years from the date of this law, this slate 
of slavery in these territories shall have ceased.

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Letter from Dr. Lafon. 


The following letter is from Dr. Lafon, a 
physician ar.d missionary in the service ol 
the American Board, at the Sandwich-Is¬ 
lands. It will be read w-ith great attention. 
Dr. L. is President of the Anti-Slavery So¬ 
ciety, formed by a majority of the American 
missionaries at the Sandwich Islands last 
year. 

Sandwich Islands, March 2d, 1842. 

Dear Brother Tappan,—Your kind letter, 
with the Constitution of the “American and 
Foreign Anti Slavery Society,” was duly 
received, and has long lain by me unanswer¬ 
ed, because of the affliction of my. eyes, 
which is such to restrict my efforts at such 
labors as reading and writing within very- 
narrow bounds. There is no cause that '■ 
can have my sympathies more entirely than 
that of the slave. I do regard it, next to 
carrying the Gospel to every creature, as the 
most important subject that interests and 
agitates the world. It must strike any mind 
of enlarged views, as wonderful that slavery 
ever should hare existed in the U. S. In its 
very nature, it is in keeping with the worst 
doings of the worst people of the darkest 
times-. Malevolence united lo power, has in¬ 
deed sought out, ar.d put into practice, inno¬ 
vations; but what lias it done that exceeds 
in malignity the enslaving of its victims for 
life . i hat ihat direct practice of the days 
ol darkness,should preserve existence through 
the progress of truth from midnight 


impression prevails to a greater or 
less extent in the free States that tlie slave 
rgions of tlio United Stales, are and ever 
ill be united in sustaining the slave sys- 
■m. But I entertain no doubt that this is 
great mistake. Is it credible that millions 
ol people are united in ihe support of an in- 
which their firs: statesman pro¬ 
nounces‘a curse to the master and a griev- 
nrorig lo the slave,’ and which another 
has declared on the floor of the Senate ac 
bad that it ‘will not bear examination.’— 
No—I do not believe they are. The appa- 
tut union that exists on ihis quesiion is but 
forced union, liuble to be seriously distur¬ 
bed when once open discussion breaks in 
upon them. At present slavery imposes 
upon the whiles of ■ lie south an jill-pe 
ling despotism, and those who are disposed 
to act on the subject are crushed by the 
tolerable weight of the slave power. T 
this power lias an almost omnipotent con¬ 
trol of a slave community is obvious wit 
; considered that the most influential 
ealtliy of that commuMly are directly and 
deeply interested in pe-petualing the system 
and are ever vigilent to seize upon every 
point and every avenue to maintain 1 
ol ; and they are materially aided in their 
purpose by the prejudices, the education 
lie habits, social and other connections, ol 
of the people, who notwithstanding 
are opposed to its continuance. With such 
controling influences can it be a matter of 
der that southern abolitionism is secret 
a .id silent. Still it gives unquestionable 
signs of existence , and causes are in con¬ 
stant operation that will at no distant lime 
bring it to the light ol day. That the mass 
of the southern community do hold widely 
different opinions in regard lo the slave sys¬ 
tem than we nt the north are accustomed to 
receive through the ordinary channels ol 
information, must be obvious to the mind ol 
every observer. As a proof of tins, I will 
adduce the following statement of Mr. 
Breckenridge, of Baltimore, who lias been 
iy years an ardent friend of Colmr- 
zation, and a steady opponent of the anti¬ 
slavery movement: 

•There can be no doubt’ says he ‘dial 
throughout all the slaveholding country, a 
state ofsound, thoughtful, and enlightened 
sentiment, upon, ibis whole subject, (slave¬ 
ry) is far more extensive than superficial ob¬ 
servers have ariy idea of. We have watch¬ 
ed ■ his subject for above twenty years with 
deep interest and fixed attention, and with 
no ordinaty opportunities of making up a 
tie judgment. And we unhesitatingly 
'sert that in our opinion, the violent pro¬ 
ceedings, counsels and opinions, uttered by- 
newspapers, politicians and loafers, do not 
express the views of the great mass of the 
people in the slaveholding States. The peo¬ 
ple are not in favor of cruel, violent, or un¬ 
reasonable measures or principles.’

Colonization. 

Rev. Mr. Byron, a Baptist missionary, 
wlo spent two years on the west coast of| 
Africa, and returned last year, has lately 
visied this place and delivered several 
lectures on Africa, and one on the Colo¬ 
nies. His statements were in entire har¬ 
mony with those of the other missionaries 
on the coast. He says the colonists are a 
poor, vicious, starving people, and are a 
curse lo Africa. He slated that lie had 
travelled much, but had never seen any 
people so grossly immoral as they—that 
there were no such things as those beauti¬ 
ful villages of which colonizationisls speak 
—that they exist only in the imagination— 
that there was not a rod of built road or 
street to be found there, and that the emi¬ 
grants were discontented and would re- 
rn at any moment were it possible. 

He slated that Brown, the Methodist 
missionary, who blew out the brains and 
bowels of the natives a few years since so 
humanly, was the first aggressor—that 
instead ol being cannibals, that tribe was 
well known lo be of the most pacific cliar- 
acler.and that Brown’s stories were subjects 
of ridicule in Africa. In illustration ol 
missionary” character of the emi¬ 
grants, he suited that a large number of 
those who went out with him were profes- 
ol religion, and were considered an 
excellent selection; but that there was 
scarcely a day passed during the voyage 
without fighting among them. He also re- 
rked that there is a strong antipathy 
between the colonists and tile natives on 
account of their having been so often cheat¬ 
ed; and that the favorable accounls pub¬ 
lished by naval officers and others, are ob¬ 
tained by special attentions lo them on the 
part of the governor of the colony. He 
believed those who expect to benefit Af¬ 
rica by colonizing there American slaves, 
are greatly deceived. 

These statements of bis are no doubt 
substantially true.

Our readers will he gratified to lenrn that 
Mr. Raymond is introducing temperance prin¬ 
ciples and usages into Africa with much suc¬ 
cess. The const of Africa, ns is well known, 
has been scourged with the abominations of 
intemperance. American ships, even those 
rarrying out colonists, and chartered by the 
American Colonization Society, have poured 
upon the shores of Africa floods of ‘liquid 
damnation,’to use the strong expression of a 
popular advocate of the Temperance cause. 
Even at this day, this Society, if we are right¬ 
ly informed, does not forbid the trnnporiution 
of intoxicating drinks in their vessels, nor the 
sale of it in their colonies. It is therefore 
with peculiar gratification that we learn thut 
Messrs. Steele and Raymond, by their person¬ 
al example and labors, have called the atten¬ 
tion of Missionaries and natives to tbe evils 
of using strong drinks os a beverage,and that 
since Mr. Steele’s return, Mr. Ruyinond lias 
organized temperance societies, and prepared 
the way for enlightening the minds of the peo¬ 
ple, and bringing about a great change in their 
habits in this uml other particulars. 

The letters we shall present from native 
Africans will he interesting to our readers.es- 
pecially that from a Median countryman to a 
large number of the Africans of the Amistad. 
Truly there is much encouragement to estab¬ 
lish a mission among such a people. 

Many of our readers will sympathise with 
Mr. Raymond in the dilemma in which he 
was placed for want of funds, and will feel 
themselves called upon to contribute without 
delay to sustain the meritorious missionary , 
and enable him to prosecute the enterprise in 
which he. is engaged. ‘■He must be sustain¬ 
ed,’ writes an early and devot'd friend of 
missions, since the reception of these letters. 
We hope the friends of the mission through¬ 
out the country will respond promptly and 
liberally to this sentiment.

Washington Citt, Dec. 22,1842. 

*« FOREFATHERS’ DAT ! ’’ 
Respected Readers or the Emancipator 
—I once more have the privilege of address¬ 
ing you from the Federal Ciiy. The prompt 
and generous manner in which the means were 
provided for my expenses here, was graiifying 
to my personal feelings, as well as evinsive ol 
a strong interest and a fixed determination 
favor of the ami-slavery cause. The ones a 
twos and fives nnd twenties from so many indi¬ 
viduals, so wideiy scattered, proves llint it is no 
local or personal feeling which sends me here 
or to which 1 am responsible for iny fidelity 
and industry while here. 

Leaving home on Monday, I reached Wash¬ 
ington on Wednesday evening, haring spetu 
the principal part of a day in New York, and 
of a night in Philadelphia. No material inci¬ 
dent marked the journey. I remarked n prel- , 
ly general decrease of speed and an increase of 
peity exactions on the railroads ; but they f 
ed my purposes, however, nnd I have no i_.

The fact that onr own Governinem 
has recognized the independence of Texas is a 
grand obstacle to the purchase of Texas from 
Mexico in the way Louisiana and Florida were 
obtained. That darling object may perhaps 
have to be postponed to number ndiniuisirniion, 
aud depend finally on die success of Mr. Cal¬ 
houn in ingratiating himself with die democra¬ 
cy of the North so ns lo make them his tools 
for that daring deed—preparatory to ihe ulteri- 
>lc8ign ol establishing n grand Southern Con¬ 
federacy, die expenses of the separation to be 
borne by the people of Ihe North, through the 
treasury ol our present Federal Union. The 
report of the purchase of California is deuind 
ire, on all hut official authority. So we iiuihi 
aii for further liglu to understand the enigmas 
the President’s Message.
